Crime Decreases in the City

The number of crimes dropped 
by 8% in 1999, the first decrease 
in crimes since 1996. This is the 
first year in which Greenbelt has 
followed the metropolitan and na- 
tional trend of decreasing crime. 
All categories of class I crimes 
(the most serious) decreased in 
numbers last year except for auto 
thefts, which increased by 8%, a 
five year high. Crimes against 
persons (murder, rape, robberies 
and assaults) dropped by 18%, to 
the lowest level since 1996. 
Crimes against property 
(burglaries\breaking and enterings, 
theft, other than auto, and auto 
theft) dropped in number by 6%. 

Comments accompanying the 
crime statistics prepared by the 
police department notes that the 
decline was experienced city 
wide with every sector having 
fewer crimes than in 1998. The 
majority of crime is concentrated 
in Greenbelt west (that part of 
the city west of Kenilworth Av- 
enue) with 928 reported incidents 
or 54% of the total. 
east (that part east of the Balti- 
more-Washington Parkway) ac- 
counted for 26% of city crimes 
with 441 offenses and central 
Greenbelt had 20% of the crimes, 
341, according to the comments. 

In 1998, the crime rate for 
Maryland was 5.3 victims for ev-

ery 1,000 persons, according to 
the police department . That is 
the most recent year for which 
data is available. Greenbelt’s 
rate was 7.7 per 1,000, higher 
than the county rate of 6.9 per 
1,000. The comments contend 
that Greenbelt’s crime rate falls 
virtually in the middle of crime 
rates for this area as it has his- 
torically, because crime rates 
within the Capital Beltway run 
higher than for areas outside the 
Beltway. 

An undetermined variable that 
could also affect crime data is 
how well crime is reported 
within the city as compared to 
other jurisdictions and how well 
records of crime are kept among 
various jurisdictions. 

Murder 

The city has had two murders 
in each year between 1995 and 
1998. In 1999 there was only 
one murder and that was barely 
within the city’s jurisdiction. On 
April 10 at about 3 a.m., Trung 
Duc Le of Takoma Park was shot 
and killed while driving onto the 
Beltway from the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway after_return- 
ing from a night club in Wash- 
ington. -His car was riddled with 
bullet holes. According to 
Greenbelt police spokesperson 
Officer George Mathews, the 
department’s investigation is still 


active, but no arrests have been 
made. 

| Service Calls 

Calls for service increased by 
35% in 1999 over the previous 
year, and, according to the police 
comments, increased by 133% 
since 1995. The increase is at- 
tributed to closer ties to the com- 
munity through community polic- 
ing initiatives. In spite of service 
requests being higher, reports 
made by the police department on 
incidents dropped slightly, less 
than one percent. Two explana- 
tions for the growing difference 
between requests for service and 
reports taken that were put forth 
by the department: that officers 
are handling more quality of life 
issues that do not require law en- 
forcement; and that officers are 
making better use of social refer- 
ral programs outside of the crimi- 


nal justice system. 


Arrests 

For the second year in a row, 
the number of arrests made by 
department officers has dropped. 
The 833 adult arrests were 27% 
below the 1,138 arrests made in 
1997 and the 411 juvenile arrests 
were 17% less The number of 
traffic summonses issued also 
dropped by 44% in the two year 
period. The police comments 


suggest that the drop may be >

Greenbelt Station Development 
Finds Beltway Access Crucial

(This is the final article of 
three summarizing the planning 
process by the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning 
Commission's Planning Depart- 
ment concerning the Metro tract 
and the A. H. Smith properties, 
as well as the larger area of the 
Sectional Map Amendment that 
encompasses them.) : 

Suddenly, in the middle of 
October, 1998, with only three of 
the charrettes completed, circum- 
stances changed completely for 
the planning group, when a con- 
sortium of private developers, 
Metroland Developers LLC, 
working secretly with the Wash- 
ington Metropolitan Area Transit 
Authority (WMATA), revealed 
their intention to purchase the 
Metro site. 

In a full-scale press conference 
in a tent adjacent to the Metro 
platform, the two groups set forth 
plans for joint development of the 
WMATA property and the con- 
tiguous A. H. Smith tract. What 
they proposed was an upscale re- 
tail mall to be called Greenbelt 
Station. There was to be a hotel, 
as many as four major depart- 
ment stores, and mixed-use office 
and residential property between 

Greenbelt Road and the Beltway. 
' At the lavish presentation at- 
tended by county and state politi- 
cal leaders, the developers gave 
out a glossy booklet prepared by 


a California environmental com- 
pany, EDAW. In full color, it 
showed the area,wetlands and 
flood plain transformed into an 
urban park with three ponds cre- 
ated along Indian Creek. Thus 
when the Sector Planning Group 
met again for their fourth 
charrette, on October 24, they lis- 
tened raptly to an EDAW repre- 
sentative who was given time at 
the end of the planned agenda. 
His discussion was meant to 
be reassuring. The design pre- 
sented, he said, was merely a 
concept. Indeed, storm water 
management issues and possible 
wetland reclamations might alter 
the plans, he assured them. 
Before his talk, the group had 
established a preferred concept 
plan; they came back together 
again on December 7 to appraise 
their achievements and sketch out 
the timetable for future actions. 
At this meeting, for the first 
time, were representatives of the 
Anacostia Watershed Society, in- 
cluding its president, Robert 
Boone. Not privy to the long 
process of resolving differences 
of opinion among the diverse 
group, which had established its 
own protocol and cooperative 
mode, Boone shouted down ev- 
ery other speaker, brooking com- 


ments from no one and castigat- Jj 


ing the group for the plan they 
had developed. 
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posed north-south internal road 
east of the railroad track to pro- 
vide access for residents from 
Greenbelt Road to the Metro sta- 
tion. Considered necessary by 
Greenbelters to relieve congestion 
on Cherrywood Lane, its design 
and location were nevertheless 
looked on as problematic for its 
potential impact on the environ- 
mental envelope. 

All participants had agreed 
that such a road must be devel- 
oped with special sensitivity.

As planning meetings pro- 


gressed, a few local citizens be- 
came increasingly concerned 
about the environmental impact 
of the Greenbelt Station proposal, 
with its highrises and major de- 
partment stores. They were par- 
ticularly outraged by the idea of 
taming the wild wetlands region 
on the Smith tract into a subur- 
ban park. 

In late January 1999, inspired

Is Coming to Greenbelt

Greenbelt’s registered voters 
will be trekking to the polls to 
vote in the presidential primary 
on Tuesday, March 7. Mean- 
while, coordinators for a host of 
candidates are preparing for the 
usual frenzy of electioneering 
over the next 10 days. Although 
the Maryland and _ Prince 
George’s County Election Boards 
and many individual candidates 
are posting information on web 
sites, traditional campaign strate- 
gies of brochure distribution, tele- 
phone calls and door-knocking 
will probably be employed as 
well to lure the electorate to the 
polls. 

So far interest in the upcom- 
ing primary here has been lack- 
luster. However, the city’s politi- 
cal pundits opine that the out- 
come of the South Carolina, Ari- 
zona and Michigan primaries 
could pump up excitement 
among hometown voters by 
March 7, when Maryland and 14 
other states hold elections on 
what is dubbed “Super Tuesday.” 
In these states there have been 
bruising battles for the Republi- 
can presidential nomination be- 
tween Arizona Senator John 
McCain and Texas Governor 
George W. Bush. Alan Keyes has 
run a distant third. 

On the Democratic side 
former New Jersey Senator Bill 
Bradley, is challenging Vice 
President Al Gore for the presi- 
dential nomination. 


In the U.S. Senate race, Mary- 
land Democrats Sidney Altman 
and George English are running 
against incumbent Senator Paul 
Sarbanes. The Republicans have 
eight candidates in this race: 
Robin Ficker, Howard David 
Greyber, Ross Z. Pierpont, Paul 
A. Rappaport, Rob Sabhani, John 
Stafford; Kenneth Timmerman, 
and Ken Wayman. 

House of Representatives in- 
cumbent Steny H. Hoyer is being 
challenged by Democrat Bruce 
M. Ross. Thomas E. “Tim” 
Hutchins of La Plata is the only 
candidate on the Republican 
ticket. 

On the convention front, the 
Republicans will gather from July 
31 to August 3 in Philadelphia. 
The Democratic convention will 
be held August 14-18 in Los An- 
geles. | 

Polls will be open on election 
day from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. at the 
four precincts that serve 
Greenbelt. Eligible voters living 
in central Greenbelt, Precinct 3, 
will vote at the Community Cen- 
ter; North End voters, Precinct 6, 
at the Greenbelt Elementary 
School; Springhill Lake voters, 
Precinct 8, at Springhill Lake El- 
ementary School; Greenbelt East 
voters, Precinct 13, at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School.

Census 2000 Questions 
Arrive Here Mid-March 


April 1, 2000 is Census Day, 
and all citizens are asked to par- 
ticipate. 

For the 22nd time in the 
nation’s history, a census of the 
population will be conducted. 
The decennial census is con- 
ducted every 10 years, as man- 
dated by the Constitution. The 
first census was conducted in 
1790, and counted a U.S. popula- 
tion of fewer than 4 million. 

The census is an important 
tool for public decision-making. 


The results of the census count 
provide the basis for the appor- 
tionment of congressional seats, 
the designation of legislative 
districts, and school boundaries. 
The census helps determine the 
distribution of over $185 bil- 
lion in federal funding. For 
every Marylander counted in 
the 1990 census, the state re- 
ceived $1,035 in federal fund- 

ing. ;

Poll Reveals Telework 
Favored over Commute

Greenbelters choosing to fill 
out the election day telework 
questionnaire last November 2 
were overwhelmingly in favor 
of state legislation offering fi- 
nancial incentives to promote 
telework, and in favor of the 
Greenbelt City Council’s pro- 
motion of telework as an alter- 
native to commuting. The 471 
responses represent 24 percent 
of the 1,996 who voted in the 
election. Those voting “yes” 
amounted to 85% of the 471 
responses given, and the same 


percentage said they were inter- 


ested in teleworking themselves. 

The questionnaire was pre- 
pared by Gil Weidenfeld, pro- 
gram administrator and telework 
coordinator for the Maryland 
Department of Transportation. 
Most respondents (53%) said 
they work in Prince George’s 
County, followed by the District 
of Columbia (25%) and most 
have a commute of 15 minutes 


_or less and drive a distance of 


10 miles or less. Not surpris- 
ingly, 67% of respondents said 
they get to work by driving 
alone in their car.

City Endorses Bills as Revenue Source 


The City of Greenbelt has 
gone on record in support of two 
proposals before Congress: the 
Conservation and Reinvestment 
Act (H.R. 701 and S. 25) and 
Permanent Protection for 
America’s Resources 2000 (H.R. 
798 and S. 446). The bills pro- 
pose re-allocating a portion of 
the revenue received by the fed- 
eral government for oil and gas 
development in the Outer Conti- 
nental Shelf (OCS). 

According to the Bethesda- 
based Wildlife Society’s Policy 
Director, Thomas’ M. Franklin, in 
a letter to Mayor Judith Davis, 
“Both bills will help loeal.gov- 
ernments provide public services 
and needed infrastructure at a 
time when state revenues are de- 
clining and the public’s need for 
Services is increasing.” For this 
reason Mayor Davis believes that 
these initiatives could become 
possible sources of funds. for ac- 
quisition of the Jaeger tract and 
the preservation and restoration 


of wetlands on the A.H. Smith 
property near the Greenbelt 
Metro Station. 

Under these proposals the 
State of Maryland could receive 
up to $18 million a year that 
could be used for a broad variety 
of environmental purposes. 
These include coastal restoration, 
fish and wildlife conservation, 
environmental education, and out- 
door recreation programs. Other 
purposes designated under the 
program are ecotourism and the 
building of new outdoor recre- 
ation facilities and services or 
improving those already existing. 

Local governments throughout 
Maryland could receive 50% of 
these funds. A portion of the 
outdoor recreation funds would 
go directly to cities for develop- 
ment of parks, trails, playing 
fields, picnic areas, and other fa- 
cilities. Other funds would be 
available to local governments 
through a competitive grants pro-

Star Gazing Event 
On February 26 


The Greenbelt Astronomy Club 
will hold a star gazing session on Sat- 
urday, February 26 at the Thomas N.

by an article by Kate Spencer 
of Berwyn Heights that high- 
lighted the many rare species 
still existing in this remnant of 
the Hollywood Swamp, mem- 
bers of two local environmen- 
tal bodies organized to form a 
new group, Citizens to Con- 
serve and Restore Indian Creek 
(CCRIC). 

During the course of the 
year CCRIC met with the 
three municipal governments, 
with state and county officials, 
with the office of the gover- 
nor, with national environmen- 
.tal organizations that fund land 
acquisitions, and with repre- 
sentatives of Metroland Devel- 
opers LLC. They hoped that a 
combination of public monies 
and the dedication of some of 
the land by the developers 
might result in preservation of 
the most significant portion of 
the environmental envelope. 
Spencer described this segment 
as a small piece of forest that 
is “a breeding site for many 
forest interior plants and ani- 
mais.” 

CCRIC members continued 
regularly to attend meetings of 
the SMA task force, keeping 
their concerns, like those of 
the developers, before the 
planning group. Besides re- 
taining the original forest tract 
in as natural a state as pos- 
sible, CCRIC members hoped 
for renewal of the damaged 
area on the southern extremity” 
of the Smith sand and gravel 
site and the possible creation 
of a nature center. 

Critiquing the Draft 

During the months of 1999 
the SMA planning group par- 
ticipated in a process that 
planning department facilitator 
Monty Kolste describes as an 
innovation — offering citizen 
members the opportunity to as- 
sist in editing the report that 
would be the culmination of 
their work. Ultimately the re- 
port would go to the county’s 
Planning Board and then to the 
District Council (the name of 
the Prince George’s County 
Council as it sits on zoning 
matters). 

Kolste described the feed- 
back from community mem- 
bers as valuable to the staff. 
Although the process took 
longer, as the group engaged 
in what he calls 
“wordsmithing” as they tried 
to build consent “piece by 
piece,” they were able incre- 
mentally to gain consensus on 
most issues. 

At the first meeting of the 
year, on April 22, 1999, group 
members received individual 
copies of a book of 184 pages, 
plus appendices, that had been 
written by staff in outline 
form. This volume was the 
working draft of the Greenbelt 
Metro Area Sector Plan & 
Sectional Map Amendment. 
Lacking some supporting maps 
and other illustrations, it was 
incomplete, said Joe Chang of 
_ the Urban Design Planning Di- 
vision of MNCPPC. Partici- 
pants were given a deadline 
and asked to review the first 
100 pages as carefully as pos- 
sible—to provide feedback on 
the work as a whole and on 
any particular aspect of the 
plan. 

On May 17 they met again 
to review a sheaf of pages 
containing comments submitted 
by members of the group. Al- 


though further responses were 
invited for the record, partici- 
pants were asked to postpone 
direct discussion of items in 
contention and before the next 
meeting to review and com- 
ment on the remaining pages of 
the draft. 

In subsequent meetings in 
July, August, and September, 
certain items were never re- 
solved. Environmentalists de- 
plored the north-south roadway 
that was to provide access 
from Greenbelt Road to the 
Metro station. Greenbelters, 
recognizing its environmental 
impact, nevertheless saw it as 
crucial. for maintaining a rea- 
sonable traffic volume on 
Cherrywood Lane. 

Metroland spokesman Rich- 
ard (Chip) Reed cautioned par- 
ticipants not to think “too 
small” about what might be en- 
visioned for this prime piece of 


land, while John Krause, a 


Hollywood resident, worried 
about negative effects of a 
large development on his resi- 
dential community. Elisa Hill, 
speaking for WMATA, insisted 
on a highrise design as close 
as possible to the Metro sta- 
tion, while Hollywooders de- 
plored construction of any 
buildings over eight stories tall. 

Plans to downzone an indus- 
trial area west of the railroad 
tracks in old Branchville con- 
flicted with plans by a major 
employer there, Stone Indus- 
trial, to expand its operation. 
Ideas concerning Springhill 
Lake redevelopment varied be- 
tween advocates of slow, incre- 
mental changes to those who 
lobbied for its razing and re- 
placement with a high-tech of- 
fice park. 

At an August 12 meeting, 
Kolste chided the group for too 
much attention to detail. When 
individual developers present 
specific design plans, he re- 
minded them, such concerns 
could be appropriately ex- 
pressed in public hearings. In 
the SMA process, however, 
they were creating a statement 
of goals and objectives, of vi- 
sions and principles. It was 
to be a guide, not a blue print, 
to decision making. 

Beltway Access 
‘' The long-awaited report 
from the State Highway Ad- 
ministration, commissioned by 


WMATA, concerning ‘the feasi- 


bility of a full interchange 
from the Beltway to the Metro 
site, was made public at last on 
June 30. According to SHA 
findings, federal guidelines 
could be adhered to concerning 
the spacing of such an inter- 
change between Kenilworth Av- 
enue and U. S. 1 and, in one 
of four design possibilities, 
guidelines concerning spacing 
between ramps could also be 
met. 

In this design Cherrywood 
Lane would carry both east- 
bound and west-bound traffic 
into the Metro site. While the 
SHA study showed traffic pro- 
jections on the Beltway in 
2020 if the interchange were in 
place, it did not look at projec- 
tions for local roads, including 
Cherrywood Lane —- always 
Greenbelt’s major concern. 

In a second report three 
months later, SHA estimated 
construction costs for three dif- 
ferent interchange designs as 
ranging between $15 and $40 
million. Projected environmen- 
tal impacts ranged between one 
acre Of wetlands and three of 
floodplain in the most expen- 
sive design for the interchange 
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to three acres of wetlands and 
five of floodplain in the least 
expensive. 

Shocked by these cost esti- 
mates and the environmental 
impact projections, Greenbelt 
city councilmember Thomas 
White backed away from the 
city’s previous position that an 
interchange was indispensable. 
Mayor Judith Davis, concerned 
still about traffic impacts on 
Greenbelt’s residential streets, 
which had spurred_her earlier 
objection to phased develop- 
ment on the Metroland tract, 
insisted that without the inter- 
change, the planning process 
would have to start from the 
beginning under a wholly new 
concept. 

On October 11, shortly be- 
fore the next municipal elec- 
tion, the issue came up with 
the entire Greenbelt City 
Council. Following discus- 
sion, council voted to write 
the Secretary of the Maryland 
Department of Transportation 
expressing opposition to the 
interchange. Dangerous traffic 
patterns on the Beltway, local 
road congestion, and environ- 
mental damage were cited as 
the major negative factors; but 
council added two others — a 
policy providing the use of 
public funds to serve private 
development, especially to one 
attracting more automobile 
transportation than transit rid- 
ers. 

New CCRIC Position 

During the last two months 
of 1999 ~— Kate Spencer, 
CCRIC chairwoman, had ap- 
parently continued conversa- 
tions with Chip Reed, repre- 
sentative of the Metroland De- 
velopers. According to a letter 
dated January 10, 2000 and di- 
rected to Reed, Spencer ex- 
pressed interest in a possible 
compromise concerning the 
proposed development. 
CCRIC would be willing to re- 
lax “its opposition to the 
Beltway interchange” and to a 
modified version of the con- 
necting north-south road, if 
these were “mitigated for,” her 
letter said. In exchange the 
developers would have to con- 
fine their plans “to the Metro 
parking lot and the gravel 
mine.” | 

The letter specified seven 
ways that such mitigation 
could be created. It also em- 
phasized the crucial impor- 
tance of “the vernal pond by 
the railroad tracks” and the 
northern portion of the wet- 
land, where “many breeding 
amphibians” show “its connec- 
tivity to the forest.” CCRIC 
hoped for State purchase of 
“these valuable Indian Creek 
wildiands,” the letter said. 

Future Calendar 

In the meantime both Prince 
George’s County and the State 
of Maryland put near the top 
of their lists of road improve- 
ment studies the projected 
Beltway interchange into the 
Metro property. These actions 
authorized the State Highway 
Administration to carry out 
preliminary engineering and 
environmental explorations.

Of 411 people answering a ques- 
tion about whether their job could 
be done by teleworking, 67% 
said there are parts of their job 
that could sometimes be done at 
home or in a telework center or 
satellite office. . The largest per- 
centage of questionnaire respon- 
dents who favor teleworking for 
themselves consists of people 
employed in the private sector 
(49%) followed by people em- 
ployed by the federal government 
(28%). | 
Teleworking is not totally new 


_in Greenbelt — of 80 respon- 


dents who telework, 60% said 
they had been teleworking more 
than two years. Fully 95% work 
at home. However, they do not 
telework that often: the greatest 


percentage (32%) say they cur- 


rently telework less than one day 
a month, while 25% say they 
telework one to three times a 
month, and only 16% say they 
telework three or more times a 
week. Others currently 
teleworking do so only one or 
two days a wéek. Of respon- 
dents teleworking at least once a 
week, 63% say they have a com- 
mute of 15 minutes or less, and 
72% say they have a commute of 
10 miles or less. 

As reported in the Prince 
George’s Journal of February 13, 
the number of telecommuters in- 
creased by 65% between 1996 
and 1998, according to the Met- 
ropolitan Council of Govern- 
ments. COG estimates 12% of 
the region’s workforce is cur- 
rently telecommuting. 

A bill, H.B. 1150, was intro- 


duced February 11 in the Mary- 


land House of Delegates by Del- 
egate Joan Pitkin to provide 
Maryland tax credits to employ- 
ers providing teleworker benefits 
to employees.

mandated by law, and the informa- 
tion gathered through the census is 
vitally important in government 
decision-making, participation is 
declining. The mail-back rate of 
census questionnaires has declined 
from 78% in 1970, to 75% in 
1980, to 65% in 1990. 
Greenbelt’s mail back response 
rate in the 1990 census was 68%. 

This year, the city of Greenbelt 
has accepted the ‘90 Plus Five 
challenge. Along with 30,000 
other communities around the 
country, the city is challenging its 
residents to improve upon the 
1990 mail back rate by five per- 
cent. This can only be done if ev- 
ery household in the city returns 
its census form by mail. 

The Census 2000 short form 
will consist of seven questions, 
and will take less than 10 minutes 
to complete. One in six house- 
holds will receive the long form, 
which will contain 34 questions. 
On each census questionnaire there 
will be a phone number to call if 
one needs assistance in completing 
the form. 

Census information is confiden- 
tial, and is strictly protected by 
federal law. The information con- 
tained on each census question- 
naire may not be disclosed for 72 
years. No government agency out- 
side the Census Bureau may have 
access to this information. The 
U.S. Supreme Court has upheld 
the confidentiality of census re- 
sponses. Violation of federal law 
regarding the disclosure of confi- 
dential census information is pun- 
ishable by imprisonment and fine.

The 2000 Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School (ERHS) Science and 
Engineering Fair was open to the 
community on February 16. More 
than 600 projects were exhibited in 
14 categories. Of the five grand 
prizes awarded, all went to young 
women this year. The First Grand 
Prize was awarded to Erin 
Carnahan in engineering for Struc- 
tural Joint Design in Truss Bridge 
Models. The Second Grand Prize 
was awarded to Jessica Webbon in 
physics for Fe Emissions from K- 
shell Vacancies; and the third to 
Karena Werth in medicine and 
health for HBO and the Lens of 
R. norvegicus. 

The final two Grand Prizes 
were awarded to Dana Pinchotti in 
earth and space sciences for The 
Moon and Barometric Pressure and 
to Alicia Hines and Aatifa Khan in 
group projects for Resistance of 
Gram Negative Bacteria. ERHS 
Principal Dr. Gerald Boarman pre- 
sented awards to all winners in a 
small ceremony as the auditorium 
has been unusable since a recent 
fire. 

Although the science fair is 
open to all students, those in cer- 
tain courses must participate as 
part of the class. These classes 
included Science and Technology 
(S&T), Biology and S&T Research 
Practicum, as well as Talented and 
Gifted Biology and Chemistry. 


The science fair was divided into 


the categories of engineering, 
botany, chemistry, and environmen-

linked to there being fewer 
crimes or to a period of time 
when there were fewer officers 
available for patrol. 
Greenbelt’s clearance rate 
for cases investigated by the 
department was 22%, or, in 
other words, slightly more than 
one in five cases are solved. 
Cases are cleared when police 
have identified the offender and 
have evidence to charge and 
actually take the offender into 
custody, according to the com- 
ments. Cases are also cleared 
in exceptional instances when 
some element beyond police 
control prevented a formal 
charge from being made, such 


as the victim refusing to pros-’ 


ecute or not prosecuting locally 
because an offender is being 
prosecuted elsewhere for an- 
other crime. Greenbelt’s clear- 
ance rate equalled that for the 
state and was well above the 
county clearance rate of 13% 
according to the comments. 

The comments include a 
breakdown of statistics for ar- 
rests. Of the people arrested 
for crimes committed in 
Greenbelt: 45.2% were county 
residents living outside the city; 
32.3% were city residents; 
14.7% were out-of-state resi- 
dents; 6.7% were state residents 
living outside Prince George's 
County; 1.1% had no fixed ad- 
dress; 78.1% were African- 
American; 18.1% were white; 
2.2% were Hispanic: .98% 
were Asian; and .65% were 
other races. 

The comments state that 
these demographics closely re- 
flect those of past years. 

Automobile Offenses 

The number of parking tick- 
ets issued has dropped -for the 
third year in a row. The 1,244 
issued is 62% less than the 
3,240 issued in 1996. The po- 
lice comments attribute this 
drop to a higher compliance 
with parking regulations, par- 
ticularly handicapped viola- 
tions, a violation. for which the 
fine has been substantially in- 
creased. It notes, however, that 
the parking enforcement officer 
has been assigned other duties, 
such as administering the false 
alarm program. 

Greenbelt suffered no traffic 
fatalities in 1999. Overall, traffic 
accidents totalling 1,115 were 3 
less than for the previous year. 
However, personal injury acci- 
dents dropped by 10%. .

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First Degree Murder Plea Entered in Court 


George Trenton Bobbitt pleaded 
guilty to one count of first degree 
murder and one count of kidnap- 
ping regarding the shooting death 
of 23-year-old Zopporah Gonora 
Mack of the 9100 block of 
Springhill Lane. Mack had been 
killed on December 15, 1998 as 
she was attempting to enter her 
residence. Bobbitt was reported 
to have been a former boyfriend. 

The guilty plea was made be- 
fore Circuit Court Judge Herman 
Dawson in Upper Marlboro. 
Sentencing is set for March 3. 
According to Chief of Police 
James Craze, it is unusual for a 
defendant to plead guilty to first 
degree murder. He said that 
Bobbitt made the plea in order to 
avoid the death penalty and could 
receive a life sentence with the 
possibility of parole in 25 years.

stunned to learn that there had 
been a plea agreement as the 
murder trial was supposed to get 
underway. State’s Attorney Jack 
B. Johnson was reported to have 
justified the plea bargain on the 
basis that trials can be risky 
propositions that could leave the 
door open for trial errors, ap- 
peals, and a conviction over- 
turned.

BARC to Get Funds 


For Nutrition Center 


Congressman Steny H. Hoyer 
and Senator Paul S. Sarbanes to- 
day announced that the Clinton/ 
Gore Budget, which was pre- 
sented to Congress recently in- 
cludes $13.3 million for the sec- 
ond phase of the modernization 
of the Human Nutrition Research 
Center at the Beltsville Agricul- 
ture Research Center (BARC). 

“With this funding, the em- 
ployees at BARC will finally 
have the facilities they need to 
do their job,” said Hoyer. “I per- 
sonally visited the current Human 
Nutrition Center and I saw the 
conditions they are forced to 
work with. The building has 
poor research facilities and expe- 
riences frequent powér outages. 
The President recognized the 
need for an updated facility when 
he appropriated $13 million for 
the first phase of the project last 
year, and now with this funding, 
the project can be completed.” 

“By beefing up the research 
facilities at BARC, we are pro- 
viding our food safety and nutri- 
tion researchers and scientists 
with the most state-of-the-art 
equipment, thereby enabling them 
to help protect the safety of the 
foods that we eat and the plants 
that we grow,” said Sarbanes. 

The $13.3 million will fund 
the second phase of this two-year 
building project. Planning and 
design work for the center was 
completed five years ago. The 
new building will include kitchen 
and dining facilities for human 
volunteers involved in nutrition 
research and medical exam facili- 
ties.
